DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This application claims benefit of the foreign application: 
EUROPEAN PATENT OFFICE (EPO) 03028342.8 with a filing date 12/10/2003. 

2. The amendment including a terminal disclaimer in the amendment filed on July 
27, 2009 is acknowledged. Claims 1-26 and 31-41 are pending in the application. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. Since the terminal has been filed and approved in the Office, the rejection of 
claims 1-26 and 31-41 under the obviousness-type double patenting over Ducray et al. 
'018 has been overcome in the amendment filed on July 27, 2009. 

4. Claims 1-26 and 31-41 are neither anticipated nor rendered obvious over the art 
of record, and therefore are allowable. A suggestion for modification of references to 
obtain the instant compounds and their method of use has not been found. Claims 1 -26 
and 31-41 are allowed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
